The  Birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  for  1937  was  14.9  per 
1,000  population,  being  an  increase  of  o.i  over  that  for  1936. 

The  Death-rate  was  12.4  per  1,000  populat’on,  being  0.3 
higher  than  that  of  1936. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  i.e.,  deaths  under  i  year  of  age 
per  1,000  Live  Births  was  58,  a  decrease  of  i.o  compared  with  the 
rate  for  1936. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Local  Authority  supervises  the  sanitary  conditions, 
water  supplies,  etc.,  of  the  schools. 

A  number  of  schools  in  the  combined  district  are  in  need  of 
more  adequate  sanitary  arrangements  and  a  better  water  supply. 
These  will,  no  doubt,  be  remedied  by  the  advent  of  the  Regional 
Water  Scheme. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  relation  tO'  schools  are  in¬ 
vestigated,  contacts  excluded  and  isolated,  and  the  sanitary 
conditions  examined. 

Organised  immunisation  against  certain  infectious  diseases, 
especially  diphtheria,  is  recommended  as  a  measure  worthy  of 
adoption. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Tuberculosis  in  the  area  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

There  are  facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
'I'uberculosis  at  Chester  and  Ellesmere  Port,  convenient  for  the 
Rural  areas  in  the  neighbourhood- 
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The  gradual  diminution  in  the  tuberculosis  rate  is  linked  up 
with  the  improvements  in  general  conditions  of  life,  especially 
with  regard  to  better  housing  conditions,  improved  milk  supplies, 
ami  the  gradual  education  of  the  public  in  the  need  for  plenty  of 
fresh  air,  sunlight,  and  freedom  from  overcrowding. 

'I'his  progress  in  the  right  direction  needs  to  be  carried 
further  to  continue  the  decline  in  tuberculosis  which  is  our  object. 

MILK  (OFFICIAL  DESIGNATIONS). 

Milk  designated  as  Pasteurised,  Tuberculin  Tested,  or 
Accredited,  means  milk  complying  with  the  following  conditions  : — 

Pasteurised  milk  has  been  heated  to  1^5  degrees  Fahr.  for 
30  minutes  to  destroy  any  disease  germs. 

I'uberculin  Tested  milk  comes  from  cows  that  have  passed 
the  tuberculin  test  for  freedom  from  tuberculosis. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Pasteurised)  is  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk  which  is  also  pasteurised. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Certified)  is  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
which  is  bottled  on  the  farm. 

Accredited  milk  comes  from  cows  that  have  passed  a 
veterinary  inspection,  but  not  a  test  for  tuberculosis. 

.\1I  these  milks  are  periodically  tested  for  cleanliness.  They 
can  only  be  sold  under  a  licence  from  a  Lxjcal  .Authority  or  the 
County  Council. 

Milk  may  be  sold  without  a  special  designation,  but  the 
designations  shown  above  are  the  only  ones  that  are  officially 
recognised.

Mr.  H'allard’s  observations  are  as  follows  r — 

“All  the  milks  were  examined  for  preservatives  and  colour¬ 
ing  matter  with  negative  results. 

The  list  of  adulterated  milks  is  a  formidable  one,  but  it  is 
of  some  consolation  to  know  that  substantial  penalties  were  inflic¬ 
ted  by  the  Magistrates  in  most  of  the  cases.  A  number  of  these 
have  resulted  from  the  investigation  of  complaints  received  from 
creameries  as  to  the  quality  of  milk  which  was  being  supplied  to 
them  by  farmers  in  the  .district  and  in  nearly  every  instance  the 
Public  Analyst  certified  that  extraneous  water  was  present  in  the 
samples  submitted. 

In  several  other  cases  of  non-standard  milk  where  the  seller 
is  shown  as  having  been  cautioned,  it  was  found  that  the  deficiency 
was  chiefly  due  to  carelessness  in  handling  or  in  failing  to  keep  the 
milk  stirred. 

In  all  these  cases  I  am  satisfied  that  there  was  no  intent  to 
defraud  the  public.”

Chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  undertaken 
at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary. 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities. 

Infectious  cases  are  taken  to  Hospital  by  the  ambulance 
attached  to  the  Clatterbridge  Fever  Hospital. 

No  other  free  ambulance  facilities  exist  except  in  cases  of 
fire  casualities,  when  the  services  of  the  Fire  Brigade  ambu'ance 
are  utilised. 

'(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  district  nurses  attached  to  some  of  the  larger 
parishes  for  attending  to  the  sick  in  their  own  homes. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  nurses  engaged  by  the  County 
Council  and  undertake  home  visiting  and  advice  in  special  cases, 
e.g.,  Tuberculosis. 

■(d)  Treatment  centres  and  Clinics,  including  Clinics  solely  for 
Diagnosis  or  consultation. 

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

(e)  Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary. 

There  are  no  hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Council,  and 
no  voluntary  hospital  in  the  area. 

The  Chester  Royal  Infirmary,  however,  is  nearby,  and  is 
-available  for  people  in  this  district. 
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Section  C. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THE  AREA. 

I.  IVater. 

Piped  water  supplies  are  available  for  the  majority  of 
Parishes  in  the  District.  The  Parishes  supplied  come  within  tho 
limits  of  supply  of  the  following  water  undertakings  :  — 

1.  Chester  Waterworks  Company. 

2.  The  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company. 

3.  The  West  Cheshire  Water  Board. 

In  addition  to  these,  the  Parishes  of  Dunham  Hill,  Elton, 
Hapsford,  Thorton-le-Moors,  Bridge  Trafford,  Wimbolds  Trafford 
and  Picton  are  supplied  through  the  Council’s  main  by  water 
received  in  bulk  from  the  Runcorn  Rural  District  Council’s  under- 
tak’ng  at  Helsby,  whilst  the  Parishes  of  Lea-by-Backford  and 
Guilden  Sutton  are  similarly  supplied  by  water  received  in  bulk 
from  the  Chester  Waterworks  Company. 

A  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
whereby  the  Council  will  sink  their  own  bore-hole  and  feed  into 
mains  to  be  laid  to  serve  the  Parishes  of  Barrow,  Dunham  Hill, 
Hapsford,  Elton,  Thirton-le-Moors,  Bridge  Trafford,  Wimbolds 
Trafford,  Mickle  Trafford,  Picton  and  Wervin  at  a  cost  of  approx¬ 
imately  ;^'24,000. 

'I'he  bore-hole  has  been  sunk  and  water  obtained  at  a  depth 
of  320  feet  through  sandstone  rock  yielding  400,000  gallons  per 
day  and  the  analysis  has  proved  the  supply  to  be  in  every  way 
satisfactory.  Tenders  for  the  laying  of  the  mains,  building  of 
Pumphouse,  installation  of  plant,  building  of  Engineer’s  House 
and  Stores  have  been  accepted  and  approved.  The  works  will  be 
put  in  hand  early  in  the  New  Year. 

This  new  scheme  which  is  a  most  comprehensive  one,  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  in  conjunction  with 
Mr.  H.  E.  Stone,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  is  to  be  commended  and 
will  enable  piped  supplies  to  be  given  over  the  entire  District 
including  those  of  the  aforementioned  undertakings.  When  com¬ 
pleted  it  will  mean  that  a  number  of  shallow  wells  now  in  use  on 
certain  farms  and  cottage  properties  which  arc  viewed  with; 
suspicion,  can  be  eliminated  and  a  piped  supply  substituted. 
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Supply.  The  supply  of  water  has  not  given  the  Council 
any  need  for  concern  as  no  shortage  has  been  experienced  at  any 
time  during  the  year,  and  has  proved  satisfactory  both  as  regards 
quality  and  quantity. 

Chemical  analyses  are  periodically  taken  from  taps  in 
properties  and  the  result  has  on  each  occasion  read  as  follows  : — 

“This  is  a  satisfactory  water  from  a  chemical  stand¬ 
point,  but  a  little  hard.’’ 

There  was  one  exception  when  a  sample  of  water  taken  from 
a  Hydrant  at  Lea-by-Backford  caused  some  concern,  the  report; 
reading  as  follows  : — ■ 

“This  is  a  fairly  satisfactory  water  but  shows  evidence 
of  a  certain  amount  of  contamination  of  animal  origin  which 
should  be  removed  before  the  water  can  be  considered  as 
satisfactory  for  domestic  purposes.’’ 

The  explanation  for  this  somewhat  adverse  report  was 
found  in  that  the  main  had  been  drawn  off  and  emptied  to  allow 
of  repairs  to  be  carried  out.  This  had  caused  surface  water  to 
gain  entrance  to  the  main  through  a  ball  hydrant,  but  after  flushing 
the  main  a  further  sample  was  taken  from  the  tap  of  the  house 
adjoining  this  Hydrant  and  the  report  has  since  proved  this 
particular  supply  to  be  satisfactory. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  extensions  of  sewers  have  taken  place  during 
the  year. 

New  house  drains  connected  to  sewers  are  submitted  to  the 
water  test  before  being  passed  and  come  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Where  drains  to  new  houses  are  not  connected  to  a  sewer 
but  are  made  to  discharge  to  Cesspool  or  Septic  Tank  such  drains, 
are  inspected  by  the  Buliding  Surveyor. 
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The  Dodleston  Sewerage  Disposal  Plant  was  found  to  be 
somewhat  overtaxed  and  in  order  to  improve  the  conditions  a  new 
Primary  Settling  Tank  was  constructed  and  put  into  use  which 
has  since  improved  matters  considerably.  The  fact  that  a  Piggery 
adjoining  the  works  is  discharging  undigested  meal  and  whey  to 
these  works  has  been  a  constant  source  of  trouble,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  as  the  result  of  summary  action  you  will  take  that  such 
trouble  as  has  been  experienced  will  be  removed. 

Schemes  for  the  sewering  of  the  Parishes  of  Barrow,  Great 
and  Little  Saughall,  Huntington  and  part  of  Littleton  have  received 
your  approval.  In  the  case  of  the  former  it  is  unfortunate  that 
delay  will  be  occasioned  owing  to  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  decision' 
to  withhold  approval  of  the  Scheme  pending  a  suitable  arrange¬ 
ment  being  arrived  at  whereby  schemes  for  Tarvin  and  Northwich 
Rural  Districts  can  be  taken  to  one  collection  point  and  treatect 
jointly  at  one  works. 

With  regard  to  *^he  two  Saughalls  this  scheme  will  be  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  as  and  when  the  Blacon  Scheme  which  is  in  course  of 
construction  has  been  completed  by  the  Chester  City  Authority. 

Huntington.  This  scheme  is  ready  to  be  proceeded  with 
immediately  agreement  is  reached  with  the  Chester  City  as  to 
terms  of  treatment. 

Littleton.  This  scheme  is  unfortunately  held  up  until  such 
time  as  the  new  Trunk  Sewer  for  a  portion  of  Great  Boughton  is 
completed. 

Great  Houghton.  A  scheme  for  sewerage  facilities  for  that 
portion  known  as  Pipers  Ash,  transferred  to  your  area  from  Hoole 
Urban  District,  is  before  you.  At  the  moment  some  36  houses 
situate  here,  have  their  cesspools  emptied  by  your  sludge  cart.

2.  The  method  employed  was  to  loosen  all  skirting-boards, 
w’ndow  frames  and  architraves,  strip  the  walls  of  paper  and  then 
spray  with  a  formaldehyde  solution  under  pressure,  treating  all 
furniture  in  the  same  manner,  also  the  bedding.

Section  E. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  In  your  district  there  are  304  farms,  39  dairies, 
7  milk  shops  registered. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  the  Farms,  Dairies,  and  Milk 
Shops  are  carried  out  at  intervals.  .\  number  of  new  shippons 
have  been  erected  and  the  majority  of  the  old  shippons  have  been 
improved  by  the  provision  of  additional  light  with  adequate 
ventilation  together  with  relaying  floors,  the  drainage  being  by 
means  of  external  trapped  gullies  to  adequate  cesspools. 

Each  farm  and  dairy  is  regularly  circularised  twice  each 
year  with  regard  to  limewashing  and  cleansing.  These  notices 
have  the  desired  efl'ect  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  is  greatly 
improved.  In  addition  the  standard  of  both  personal  and  animal 
cleanliness  is  considerably  improved,  the  result  being  a  much  more 
satisfactory  supply  of  milk  from  your  District  is  ensured. 

Sampling  of  milk  both  for  cleanliness  and  Tuberculosis  is 
undertaken  by  the  County  Council.  The  Methyline  Blue  test  as 
well  as  the  Bacteriological  test  being  employed. 

The  Milk  Marketing  Board  have  taken  over  a  Milk  Factory 
at  Saighton  gnd  a  scheme  has  been  formulated  to  improve  the  lav- 
out  generally  of  the  Factory.  If  carried  out  the  scheme  will 
entail  most  extensive  improvements  and  will  mean  the  gutting  and 
rebuilding  of  a  large  portion  of  the  existing  structures. 
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MEAT  ANO  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  17  Registered  and  Licensed  Slaughterhouses 
situate  in  your  District  wliich  arc  used  regularly  for  purposes  of 
slaughter  and  it  is  necessary  for  13  of  them  to  be  visited  each  day, 
the  remaining  4  are  visited  once  each  week. 

The  hours  of  slaughtering  are  somewhat  late  and  it  is  very 
often  the  case  that  your  inspector  is  unable  to  complete  his  inspec¬ 
tions  until  lo-o  p.m.  It  is  unfortunate  that  there  is  not  sufficient 
legislation  to  enforce  slaughtering  to  take  place  during  the  hours 
of  daylight  especially  in  the  winter  months  as  owing  to  the  use  of 
artificial  light  considerably  more  time  has  to  be  spent  in  making 
a  thorough  inspection  of  the  carcases  and  offals. 

During  the  year  1937  inspections  of  18,028  carcases  were 
carried  out,  comprised  of  i,gi6  beasts,  252  calves,  6,788  sheep, 
9,072  pigs. 

Condemnations  were  made  in  respect  of  95  carcases,  and  in 
addition  91,613  lbs.  of  meat,  all  classes,  were  condemned,  and 
suitably  destroyed. 

The  system  of  destruction  employed  in  your  District  is  as 
follows  : — 

recognised  Knacker  has  suitable  galvanised  bins  into 
which  are  deposited  all  the  small  portions  of  carcases  and  offals 
condemned,  and  these  are  collected  regularly  three  times  a  week 
and  taken  away  for  destruction  at  the  knacker’s  yard-  Where 
whole  carcases  or  large  portions  of  carcases  are  condemned,  the 
knacker  is  immediately  notified  and  such  condemnations  removed 
that  day  for  destruction. 

The  Meat  slaughtered  in  your  area  is  distributed  over  a 
wide  area,  being  despatched  to  such  centres  as  Liverpool,  Birken¬ 
head,  Chester,  Manchester,  Warrington  and  several  towns  in  the 
Wirral  and  along  the  Welsh  coast.  It  is  gratifying  to  state  that 
no  complaints  have  been  received  from  any  of  these  districts  of 
uninspected  meat  being  received  from  your  district  which  leads  to 
the  belief  that  100  per  cent,  inspection  is  given. 
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Slaughter  of  Auimals  Act,  1933.  There  are  now  on  your 
Rcf^isters,  40  licensed  slaughtermen  as  compared  with  56  licensed 
slaughtermen  approved  last  year.  Licences  were  renewed  in  27 
cases,  II  were  allowed  to  lapse,  14  were  transferred  to  Chester 
City  Authority,  4  are  deceased,  and  12  new  licences  issued.

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities.  The  services  of  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary  are  utilised  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions. 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities.  There  are  facilities  for  removal 
of  inspections  cases  to  Chester  City  Isolation  Hospital  at  Sealand, 
but  no  organised  arrangement  for  removal  of  sick  and  accident 
cases  to  hospital. 
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(c)  Nursing  in  the  home.  District  Nurses  are  available  in 
the  larger  parishes  for  attending  the  sick  in  their  homes. 

The  Health  Visitors  under  the  County  Council,  also  attend 
special  cases,  e.g..  Tuberculosis  in  their  own  homes. 

(d)  Treatment  centres  and  clinics,  including  clinics  solely  for 
diagnosis  or  consultation.  These  are  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(e)  Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary.  There  are  no  hospitals 
in  the  district.

Section  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Schemes 
are  in  hand  for  supplying  portions  of  the  district  not  already 
supplied.  No  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
Samples  taken  for  chemical  examination  were  satisfactory.

No  new  houses  are  allowe<i  without  septic  tanks,  soak  away 
or  other  satisfactory  treatment. 
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2.  Rivers  and  Streams.  Inspection  of  villages  and  farms  reveals 
the  constant  danger  of  pollution  of  streams.  Where  nO'  systematic 
sewage  disposal  exists,  the  advent  of  adequate  sewage  disposal 
will  remove  this  danger  in  many  districts.

This  is  especially  the  case  in  scarlet  fever,  where  so  many 
are  of  a  mild  character  as  not  to  require  hospital  treatment. 

Disinfection  of  premises,  etc.,  is  a  routine  in  cases  of 
infectious  diseases.
